On 5/14/68, FELIX MC KKIG^ co- public her of ’The 
Dallas Tinea Herald", "‘Aavisea that it appeared to him that 
the alleged newspaper artist’s sketch appeared to have been 
made by soneone who was looking at the photo of the unknown 
lookallke, both photos furnished by the Baltimore office 
of the FBI. Be advised that BILL ALLZK^ln now employed by 
the API at Little Rock, Arkansas. He produced the 
negative from which the close-up was taken. It shows a 
Dallas Police Officer leading three sen followed by another 
Police Officer away fromihe front of the Texas School Book 
Depository. 

On 5/15/68, BILL BASS, Identification Division, 

Dallas PD, identified the officer leading these three sen 
as hlaself, and stated that on 11/22/63, the date the photo 
was taken, he, ROY VAUGHN, and MAR YIN VISE had found three 
sen in a boxcar about a mile from the Texas School Book 
Depository down the railroad tracks. They brought then to 
the Dallas County 80 and turned then over to an unknown 
Deputy Sheriff. He did not know the naaes of these individuals 
and did not know if they were booked. 

On 5/15/68, officers MARVIN VISE and ROY VAUGHN 
advised that they could add nothing to the information 
furnished by BASS, confirmed what he had furnished and advised 
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they did not know the Identity of the Deputy Sheriff or 
the throe wn they brought In. 


On 6/16/68, JAMES D. BITCHING, Belles County SO 
advised that fa e la in charge of the Identification Division, 
and that he had personally looked up the jacket and photo 
of each person booked on 11/22/63, and did not find anyone 
who bears a reseablance to the persons appearing In the photo 
with Dallas policeman BILL BASS. Be advised that this indicates 
that these persons were not booked but they nay have been 
interviewed. Be advised that a sort of screening office was 
operated by the Dallas County SO on 11/22/63, and numerous 
persons were interviewed. Be advised that without the nases 
of the persons it would be alnost impossible to develop the 

name of the persons in the photo. 
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Ob 3/17/68, 8beriff BILL DECKER, Dallas County, 
advised that he does not know who the nen are In the » photo 
. aken by BILL ALLDi, but that recently this same photo had 
been shown to his by someone representing JIM /.GARRISON, 

DA, Mew Orleans, Louisiana. Be stated he did not know the 
algnlf leases . 

On 6/17/68, EEL IX MC KNIGHT advised that he had 
received a telephonic inquiry from the head of the Associated 
Press in Mow Tork, Mew York, apparently inquiring about this 
■*ne photo. The AP Information had originated from a press 
release by TRENT GOUGH, a Canadian actor who says he Is con— 
nectsd with the Citizens Coca It tee of Inquiry and the Kennedy 
Assassination Inquiry Committee, 243 Vest 64th Street, Mew York. 


Eor the Information of Memphis and Baltlsore, a 
photo of the same close-up as that submitted by Baltimore 
was furnished to SA CHARLES A. BLOSSFIELD on 4/23/68, by AL 
CHAPMAN, member of the Ku Klux Alan, Dallas, Texas . He 
declined to say wbsrs be got this photo. (See enclosed 
teletype .)
